Anarchy and Indignation 

Noah Webster has thus defined fcho 
word anarchy: "Want of Govern- 
ment; a state of society wlfeu there is 
no law or supreme power, or when 
the laws are not efficient, and indi- 
viduals do what they please with im- 
punity; political confusion." Several 
months ago this journal employed the 
word anarchy to describe the condition 
into which some parts of the country 
had been precipitated by the present 
bungling.effeto and abortiveaclmiuistra- 
tion in their stupid attempt to substi- 
tute what is commonly known as the 
'fee system' for the old oneof fixed sal- 
aries. "We were careful at the tune to 
explain that our objection lay not 
against the system itself, but against 
the manner of its inauguration. It 
was bunglingly and indiscriminately 
forced upon communities in which, 
with proper management and care, it 
might have worked well, and upon 
communities in which, from the very 
nature of things, it was utterly impossi- 
ble for it to work well. The local organ 
took very decided objection to the use 
of the word, contending that the af- 
fairs of the country were never so 
economically, efficiently and satisfac- 
torily administered, and that the coun- 
try, in all its parts and interest, was 
exceptionally prosperous, contented 
and happy; and it accused us of wrong- 
ing the Government and libeling the 
people. About the same time this 
'Fool's Paradise,' created by the organ 
for its masters, was rudely disturbed 
by certain occurrences on the east 
coast and elsewhere Contempora- 
neously with these ridiculous preten- 
tions, an important community on the 
southern frontier met in indignation 
and gave expression to its estimate of 
Executive worth. A fellow of doubt- 
ful reputation and more than doubtful 
antecedents, a corresj>ondent of the 
organ, rushed to the defence of the 
Government by perpetrating upon the 
community in which he lived one of 
most villanous {and destardly slanders 
ever printed. When the edition of the 
organ containing that fiendish pro- 
duction reached the slandered com- 
munity, the people rose as one man to 
expel the miscreant and destroy the ve- 
hicle of his vile output. The former 
found temporary shelter in the arms of 
aconstable,the latter an ignoble grave; 
and to-day there is not to be found in 
all Kootenaya man bold enough— we 
had almost said vile enough — to lift up 
either voice or pen in defence of the 
present administration. "Why is this 
thus ? " The community in question is 
pre-eminent for orderliness and un- 
complaining enduranco of cold 
neglect. During nearly a whole 
decade it has been content to 
pay all taxes without a grumble and 
without exacting anything in return. 
In truth, all it has seen of government 
has been the Tax-gather! "Situate on 
the southern frontier ,it has been left 
to rely upon foreign help and foreign 
friendliness for the necessities and 
amenities of life. No, we must qualify 
that ; for does it not get SIX MAILS 
EVERY YEAR through British chan- 
nels and at British expense ? There 
it has stood, during these long years, a 
monument of patient endurance under 
culpable neglect — something for 
Brother Jonathan to look and wonder 
at, exclaiming, "Well, I reckon nohotly 
but Britishers would stand that, any- 
how." How much worso is Kootenay 
off under the present administration 
than under former ones, that it should 
kick up a row now? Not a great deal 
worse, perhaps; but, then, you know- 
that, in time, as well as in condition, 
there is a point beyond which forhear- 
anco ceases to bo a virtue; and that 
point Kootenay may very possibly con- 
ceive that it has reached. And, be- 
sides, in common with other commu- 
nities, Kootenay waited eagerly 
and long for the advent of n 
"People's Government," as the great 
panacea for all political ills; and 
now that the reins have fallen into the 
hands of men who have turned it into 
a groat humbug — when tho people dis- 
cover that the change has tossed them 
out of tho frying-pan into tho fire, 
surely it is not surprising that they 
should bo heard from. Not a great 
deal worse, perhaps; yet still worso. The 
tax-gatherers aro thero in "full forco 
and fig;" but beyond that thero is ab- 
solutely no pretense of authority, pro- 
tection for noithor life nor property; 
and that both aro tolerably safe is 
wholly duo to tho community itself. 
Situate as Kootonay is, the reader will 
easily realize tho extreme inconvenience 
of being wholly destitute of all power 
to collect dobts, onforco rights, defend 
life or property by any process of law 
known to the Constitution. That Lynch 
Law has not long since boon proclaim- 
ed must bo attributed to tho peacof ill 
and orderly spirit aud tho Altnclnuent 



to British institutions which pervade 
the community. Kootenay is unim- 
portant locality. It is important, view- 
eel in the light of the gold aud the food 
it produces, as well as what it con- 
sumes, although much of tho advan- 
tage of these goes into foreign chann- 
els on accountof governmental neglect. 
But Kootenay possesses a peculiar in- 
terest and importance as the only fron- 
tier community of any note, — the sole 
representative, a» it .vere, of British 
Institutions on the American border 
on this side of the Rocky Mountains. 
If Americans are to form their opinions 
of our institutions and our Government 
from what they see over there, it 
is to bo feared that tho oslimato. will 
not be very flattering to us. But it is 
rather in the light of the future than 
of tho present that we would urge the 
importance nnd claims of Kootenay. 
Even now thero are interests of no in- 
considerable magnitude— a population 
comprising many of tho most deserv- 
ing pioneers of British Columbia. But 
there are now in course of creation 
agricultural and pastoral interests 
which, added to mineral interests 
susceptible of indefinite expansion, tak- 
en together with geographical position, 
justly entitle Kootenay to rank as one 
of tho most important communities in 
British Columbia. Shall we nourish 
and cherish it as part of the Province ? 
Or shall we, by continued neglect and 
absolute and cruel injustice, compel a 
loyal, enterprising, and industrious 
people to feei that they have neither 
lot nor part with us, save only and al- 
ways tho right to contribute their full 
share of taxation? These are ques- 
tions to which the people demand n 
practical answer. Nor will they take 
that answer in tho "oily gammon" 
which seems to constitute the entiro 
stock-in-trade of the present adminis- 
tration.

European Mail Summary. 

Tho Rev. C. H. Newbald, vicar of Hin- 
dley, England, has been suspended from 
his functions for three years in punish- 
ment for intemperance and odicr impro- 
per conduct. 

The speech for tho defence of tho Tich- 
liorne case occupied tho -whole of tlio 
week, and will last some days longor. Dr. 
Kenealy has failed even to niako tho best 
of a bad case, and lias committed blunder 
after blunder. In fact, according to the 
famous bull of his native land, tho claim- 
ant's counsel never opens his month but 
lie puts his foot into it. 

Tho reconciliation between the contend- 
ing parties in the Free Church of Seot- 
li n 1 appears to bo complete T)r Begg, 
the leader of tho anti-unionists, 1ms start- 
ed upon a visit to New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia. 

The value of the Bishopric of Winches- 
ter is now £7.000 a year, and since the re- 
signation of Dr. Sumner in lSGOa portion 
of the revenues of the see has been devot- 
ed to providing a pension for the aged 
prolate. Before Dr. AVhbcrforeo's ap- 
poitmont tho Bishopric was worth more 
than £10,000 a year, thus exceeding in 
value tho see of London. Winchester ifl 
ono of tho primary sees, nnd Dr. Wilber- 
force's successor will take his seat at once 
without being called upon to act as ju- 
nior prelate. 

There was a good deal of fun in the 
British House of Commons tho other 
night when Mr. Hunt asked if it was true 
that at a recent examination of a school 
in Wiltshire, tho Government Inspector 
refused to allow tho children to sing 
-'God Save tho Queen," considering the 
National Anthem to he a piece of "reli- 
gious instruction," and so contrary to the 
principles of the Elementary Education 
Act. The laughter grew greo'er when 
Mr. Foster, Vice-President of tho Educa- 
tional Council, announced that such was 
tho case. Tho Inspector has had a hint 
from head quarters not to be. too partic- 
ular.

The Cruise of tlie Lincoln 

Pout Townsend, Aug. 23.— The U. S. 
Revenue Gutter Lincoln returned to-day 
from the search for survivors of tho lost 
steamer 0-. H. Wright, after an absence of 
about 20 flays, daring which timo she 
lias cruisedabout Queen Charlotte and 
Mil'bank Sounds. No pains have been 
spared by Oapt. Davis and his officers 
and men, who are satisfied that the hor- 
rible stories told are tho inventlonsof un- 
principled white men. The ship was lost 
on fcJea Otter Group, nine miles off Cnpe 
Caution. No clue of her boats could bo 
had. Tho Bella Ooola Indians picked up 
pieces of tho wreck and some skins; but 
they deny having seen any of the people 
A copper plate, evidently belonging to 
the gangway, was obtained from these 
Indians. 



%Later from Kootonay. 

Wo learn that tho greatest discontent 
continues to exist in Kootonay with re- 
ference to roads and other matters. The 
road from Port Shepherd will not be open 
this year! and Buckley's pack train from 
Hope will havo to go round by Spokane. 
Several breaches of the peace havo occur- 
red at the diggings, but as there is no 
magistrate the guilty parties were let go. 
Indians steal openly from Chinamen and 
defy them, and there aro grave fears of 
trouble. Debtors slap their pockets in 
the faces of theircreditors and invito them 
to collect tho amounts duo if they can. 



The Effect of Popiilab Pkessubr.— ■ 
The road-meeting at Bnrnside has had the 
desi red effect. Gangs of men aro at work 
repairing the road already. So much for 
popular pressure. If Esquimalt town 
wore to "go for" the Ministry op the Dry 
Dock question, they would achieve u vic- 
tory quite as signal as the Burusidera havo 
achieved. Like Col. Scott's coon, our 
Ministry always come down before they 
are tired at. Let us see! Why, the two 
or threo weeks' time craved by tho Pre- 
mier aro doubly up; and he has not mot 
his constituents yet. Funked again! 
Como, como, Mr. Justice Fisher, you, as 
Chairman of the late meeting, should do 
your duty, which clearly is to convene 
tho people' of Esquimau again to discuss 
this all-important subject, or stato tho 
reason why you do not do it. Rumor says 
that sinco tho Saanioh meeting tho Pro- 
mier has "sworn off" from public meet- 
ings, and says he'll bo if ho attends 

any more of them. 

Land Reclamation.— To our friends 
on tho Lower Eraser the following, which 
wo clip from tho Alia California will 
possess especial interest:— "Very favor- 
able reports aro given of tho condition of 
Sherman Island, which is now at lasc en- 
tirely dry, except as tho water is let in. 
Tho "dyke is from thirty to sixty foot wide, 
and its top is from three to four feet 
above tho level of the flood of 1862— the 
highest of which wo have a record. Tho 
length is thirty miles, and its total co>t 
lias been $350,000,nearly 812,000 per mile, 
or §25 dollars for each of 13,7(>0 acres in 
tho island. When the reclamation was 
commenced, the land was worth not more 
than $5 per aero, an 1 the owners found 
groat difficulty in obtaining the means for 
doing tho work.

Europe-

The plot concocted in New York for tho 
escape of the American forgers, Bidwell 
and .McDonald, was discovered by inter- 
cepting a letter in tho hands of a warden 
who was passing it, to a confederate. The

£100 each.

Particulars of the Death of tho Bi- 
shop of Winchester. 

His Lordship left London on Saturday 
afternoon by the South Western Railway 
anil, accompanied by Karl Granville, 
alighted at tho Loatherhead station. Hero 
tbey were met by n groom who was in 
charge "I' two saddle horses, upon which 
it was their intention to proceed to the 
house of Mr. IV Leveson-Gower, at Holm- 
bury, near Dorking, where they contem- 
plated making a short visit prior to pro- 
ceeding onwards to Mr. Cubitt's at 
Denbies. 1 1 may bo added that they wero 
to bo met at Holmbury by Mr. Gladstone. 
The horse that had been provided for tho 
uso of the Bishop is said to havo boon 
specially recommended by Earl Granville 
on account of its being a very quiet and 
sure-footed animal. The distance from 
Leatherhoad to Holmbury is about seven 
or eight miles, and die route selected by 
the horsemen passes through ono of tho 
loveliest portions of this picturesque dis- 
trict. Keeping the high road as far as 
Burford bridge, tho riders turned their 
horses to the right, and took the bridle- 
path, which follows the windings of tho 
valley at tho foot of Ackhust Downs, 
leaving the town of Dorking a mile pr 
so to the left At a point on this road, 
where it passes over tho farm occupied 
by Mr. Evorshed, about half a mile from 
Abinger Hall, tho path becomes some- 
what rough and stony; but is a smooth 
stretch of mossy turf running in a lino 
parallel with the horse-track, and upon 
this the three horsemen pursued their 
way. Unfortunately, however, the gras- 
sy strip on which they rode is broken horo 
and thero by an occasional dip or hollow; 
and ono of these, forming a sort of natur- 
al basin in the bank, is just opposite some 
farm buildings belonging to Mr. Evor- 
shed, near what is known in the locality 
as "Evershed's Rough." Just at this 
point, also, a peculiarly charming bit of 
scenery bursts upon the view, and whe- 
ther it was that tho Bishop, while admir- 
ing tho landscape, was riding with a 



somewhat careless rein is uncertain, but 
tho fact is that, getting its fore feet into 
tho hollow his horse stumbled foreword, 
and before it could recover itself 
the Bishop was thrown from his saddle 
head first upon tho turf. His lord- 
ship being a soino.vhat heavy man, 
ho fell with great violence, and his death 
must have been as sudden as was tho acci- 
dont which caused it: His hat was com- 
pletely crushed, and, as was afterwards- 
found to be the case, his nock was dislo- 
cated. At the moment of the occurrence 
Earl Granville was riding a little in ad- 
vance of the Bishop, and tho groom was 
following at a little distance behind. 
Slight as was the noise made by the Bish- 
op's fall and tho clattering of his horse's 
foot as it strove to prevent itself from go- 
ing completely down, it caught the ear of 
the noble Earl, who saw tho right rev. 
prelate lying motionless on tho ground. 
Although he showed no sign of life, Lord 
Granville at first supposed that his com- 
panion was only stunned, and alighting 
from his horse, tho Earl endeavored to 
restore tho Bishop to consciousness. 
Alarmed by tho ill-success of his efforts, 
Earl Granville dispatched tho groom to 
Abinger Hall, the seat of Mr. Fnrrer, Se- 
cretary to the Board of Trade, a tew hun- 
dred yards from tho spot, with a request 
for assistance. His Lordship remained 
by the body until Mr. Fairer, who hap- 
pened to be at home at Lie time, arrived 
with some of his men. The body was then 
placed upon u sort of hand-barrow, on 
which Rome cushions had boon arranged, 
and was at once conveyed to Abinger Hall, 
Earl Granville lending his help in the 
melancholy task. Mounted messengers 
wero at onco dispatched for medical aid 
to the adjacent village of Shire, and also 
to Dorking: and Mr. Pnrnival.of the for- 
mer place, and Dr. Clark of Dorking wero 
speedily in attendance. Their services, 
however, wero of no avail, as a slight ex- 
amination at onco made it apparent that, 
although thero were no external marks of 
injury, the vertebra- of the neck had been 
broken. Yesterday morning, however, 
marks of extravasation made their appear- 
ance under tho right ear. Tint relatives 
of tho deceased prolate wore communicat- 
ed with through the medium of the pos- 
tal telegraph; and yesterday morning tho 
Rev. Mr. Wilborforco, the* youngest son 
of tho Bishop arrived at Abinger Hall, 
which in tho course of tho day was also 
visited by Earl Granville and Mr. Glad- 
stone. At tho request of Mr. Wilborforco, 
Mr. Farrer's gardener has marked the 
spot whore the accident happened, and 
here it is, we believe, the intention of the 
rev. gentleman, at some future day. to 
erect a fitting memorial of the sad catas- 
trophe. 

Defence in the Tiehborne 
Case. 



Loudon, July 23. — Dr. Kenneally 
began his opening speech for tho de- 
fence in the Tiehborne case yesterday, 
and lie had not spoken long before he 
gave proof of tho Btrange rumor which 
has been flouting about tho clubs to 
the effect that lie was in a desperate 
state of mind, and cured for nothing 
but to cover his own retreat from the 
case as best he might. A more extraordin- 
ary speech or a wilder one I never heard 
nor read. "No counsel ever appeared 
in any cour'. instructed as I have been," 
said ho, "and I believe that in conse- 
quence of the want of instruction I 
shall not be able to do this man jus- 
tice." This sentence means, no doubt, 
that the solicitors have given him no 
brief, and that lie lias been working on 
the old one of Baxter. Rose and Norton. 
Under these circumstances Dr. Ken- 
neally might well have thrown up the 
sponge and retired. But he deter- 
mined to show light.and strangely did 
ho show it. The character of the de- 
fendant has been so clearly proved 
t hat Dr. Kenneally is resolved to show 
that Roger Tiehborne — the well-educa- 
ted, well-bred, high-minded, and de- 
licate youth — was just such a black- 
guard as the defendant, and that 
every ono of the 200 witnesses who 
havo declared him t o bo an impostor is 
either a knave or a fool. Having tak- 
en this resolution, Dr. Kenneally did 
not mince matters, but poured out 
a torrent of violent denunciation 
which brought on him one sharp re- 
buke from the bench, and was at times 
received with ironical laughter by the 
jury. The forty or fifty Catholic witness- 
es in the ease wore denounced with espe- 
cial violence. Tho whole Tiehborne 
family, ho said, were fools, and had boon 
for centuries, owing the destruction of 
their minds by the fact that being Catho- 
lics they wore excluded from public lifo 
and left "to those country amusements 
which destroy the mind.'' "It is as Pope 
wrote," said this wonderful lawyer, "that 
Catholics wero either fools, knaves or cow- 
ards." Thero was a plot against tho de- 
fendant, "iike that of tho Jesuit Rodin 
who conspired to defraud a family of a 
million cf money;" "these Seymours and 
Tiohbornos had defiled the gravos of the 
defendant's mother;" his early lifo has 
been so wretched that "bo looked back 
upon it with horror, disgust , and despair, " 
and so became an cu toast and a ruffian in 
Australia to forget it. Ho was ignorant, 
because at Stonyhurst ho got no mental 
training"— (dozens of witnesses have 
sworn that when Roger left Stonyhurst 
he wasa remarkably well educated youth, 
particularly well trained in logic and the- 
ology) — "Tho Jesuits don't want mental 
training; they want to make the rising 
generation a generation of women; they 
are like all the Catholics, however, and 
seo what a cesspool of corruption the 
Catholics have made of Franco." Roger 
was so "corrupted and debased at Stony- 
hurst that, he went and seduced his own 
cousin;" he left Stonyhurst "a miserable 
example of ignorance, without any mortal 
restraint, and with hardly any respect for 
the truth '—(this same young man who 
was beloved and respected by ovory ono 
who knew him, and whose letters at this 
period display not only tho highest moral 
and religious feeling but excellent sense 
and culture) he went into tho army, whiih 
also for Dr. Koneally's purpose is 
rather worse than Stonyhurst, and thorn 
too ho learned nothing but, ovil (although 
ono witness has stated that he was con- 
verted from infidelity to Catholicism by 
his conversation on religion with Tich- 
borno) ; ho scorned his family and hated 
his mother; "ho had no love for any but 
himself"— this young man whoso last act 
in England was ono of pure lovo and self- 
abnegation ; Gosford (tho solictor who had 
chargo of tho sealed paoket) is a thief and 



has acted with "ineffable baseness;" when 
he came back to England all the family 
said "This is tho heir, iot us kill him and 
seize on Ilia inheritance;" "the great bat 
unseen influence of the Jesuits" was all 
employed against him; the whole English 
press was brought against him: the crown 
has been craftily induced by tho Jesuits 
to proseopte him at an expense thus far 
of £160,000; tho clergymen who have tes- 
tified against him are " those infamous 
priests,'"— "that wicked old priest,"— and 
"liars." 

Such was Dr. Kenneally 's opening 
speech, or at least us much >>i it as lie got 
off yesterday. Its veryjjviolenco! shows 
how desperate is his cases and its incoher- 
ence and contradiction j betrayed it weak- 
ness, On tho subject of the alleged se- 
duction of Kate Doughty, Dr. Kenneally 
gave it up, confessing that ho could not 
produce a single witness to substantiate 
oven the probability of the charge. This 
of itself is sufficient, one would think: 
but as Dr. Kenneally declares that ho is 
going to call 200 witnesses, it is evident 
that he is resolved to light to the end, and 
probably hopes that some good Protes- 
tant on the jury will be so frightened by 
what lias been said about the Jesuits that 
he will prevent a conviction. 



Si)anisli Affairs. 

The correspondent of the "Times" 
writes:— Meanwhile, the principal In- 
transigente paper continues steadily, 
day after day' exhorting the Spanish 
people not to waste any more time in 
waiting for reforms which will never 
come, but to resort at one to force. The 
puerile proceedings of the Cortes give 
it a eapital opening for at tack, of which 
it unsparingly avails itself, Yesterday 
it began a leader with the following 
imaginary dialogue, which, whether 
witty or not, carries at least the sting 
of truth:— 

"What's going on?" — "A speech 
from Castelar." 

"And then?" — "Oh, nothing; a crisis. 

"Anything else?" — "A speech from 
Pi." " 

"And then?" — "Nothing; a crisis." 

"Anything more?"— "Another speech 
from Castelar." 

' 'And then?" — 'Oh, nothing; a crisis.' 

"Anything else?"— -"A speech from 
Pi." 

"And then?" — "Nothing; a crisis." 

'Anythingniore?' — "Another speech 
from Castelar." 

"And then" — "Nothing; a crisis." 

"Anything else V" — "Another speech 
from Pi." 

' ' And then?" — ' 'Nothing ; a crisis . " 

Then follows the indignant editorial 
outburst: — 

"During all this time tho Carlists 
wax strong, theBourbonists drink toasts 
the Democrats conspire, the Radicals 
got possession of our forts and armies, 
the Conservatives laugh, and hold out 
their hands to catch what is given 
them." 

And the article concludes with the 
moral addressed generally to the 
"Spanish people" and especially to the 
"Spanish Provinces," that the country 
has had enough of speechifying; that 
the moment has come for acting, though 
a few days hence it may be too late; 
that it is better to light for victory than 
to die disgraced. 

ADDRESS OF DON OAKLOS. 

It was naturally expected that the 
Duke of Madrid would issue an address 
to his army the moment he set his foot 
on the soil of Navarre. Helms done so 
without delay, and in tho following 
words: — 

"Volunteers, — Invoking the God of 
Armies, and listening to the voice of 
Spain in her agony, I present myself 
among you, sure as I am of yoiu courage 
and your loyalty. 

"Poor in resources, but rich in faith 
and heroism, you have known how to 
carry on a compaign hardly credible; 
and amid privations and incessant fati 
»ues your cry was but for ono thing — 
arms! My efforts to procure tbem for 
you have not been quite fruitless; and 
as that duty has been fulfilled by me to 
the best of my means, I now come to 
combat with you for our country — for 
our God. I am not tho man to be 
arrested by mere considerations of 
policy, and to look on with anus crossed 
while this salutary and heroic struggle 
goes on before my eyes. 

"I lament the blindness of the army 
that combats us, because it does not 
appreciate you, and it does not know 
you. You and 1 are ready to receive 
those men with open arms, if they listen 
to reason, and reflect that the banner 
of the Monarchy which we unfurl is the 
ono which for fifteen centuries is tho 
banner that, is identified with the glorie s 
of Spain and of her armies; if they re- 
flect that the real banner of the Mon- 
archy is mine -the banner of legitimacy 
and right. 

" But since this is not so, we must 
subdue by force the impious and ruinous 
revolution which is maintained only by 
violence. 

"It is with indiscribnble emotion 
that I rec jive the frineere homage of 
your enthusiastic fidelity. It : s with 
indiscribablo emotion that I tread this 
noble soil of Vasco-Navarre, ami from 
this spot I address the expression of 
my gratitude to all the generous defen- 
ders of the just cause, and my friendly 
voice to all Spaniards. 

"Spain loudly calls us to her assist- 
ance. 

"Forward, Volunteers! Spain de- 
clares to us that she is, dying. Volun- 
teers! forward to save her.

Execution of Iiozada,- 

At last there is an end to tho terrible 
career of Lozoda, tho robber ohiof of Mex- 
ico, More than fourteen years ago, in the 
heart of tho mountains of Jalisco, the 
tierce bandit sot up his standard of revolt. 
Through those fourteen years hehas hold 
at bay such bodies of Mexican soldiery as 
could bo trusted outside tho national cap- 
ital, emerging from his mountain fast- 
nesses only to slay and torturo with ex- 
tremes of cruelty that made him tho ter- 
ror of the province, and characterized 
him as the most remarkable bandit of the 
century. Ho has been the Schamyle of 
Mexico, but ho eclipsed his rival of the 
steppes in horrible outrages and unrolont- 
ing cruelty. His record revives memor- 
ies of the old buccaneers, while it surpass- 
es theirs in bloodiness. Lozada was be- 
trayed and captured by one of his oldest 
comrades (Colonel Rosnles). Ho was 
tried by court-martial on the 18th nit., 
and shot on the morning of the 19th. "Ha 
refused to have his eyes bandaged, and 
kneeling with his face to the tiring party, 
died with groat courage." This is tho 
telegraph's briof obituray of "Tho Tiger 
of Topic."

BE IT THEHEl'OUK ENACTED by the Mayor and 
Council ol the Corporation of the City of Victoria aH 
follows:

wholesome water from Elk Lake and Heaver Lake to 
tho adjacent City of Victoria for the use of tho inhabi- 
tants thereof) and shall examine, consider and decide 
upon nil matters relative thereto. 

2. The said Oommissioner shall keep separate books 
and accounts of the receipts and ditiburacnitiiits for or 
on account el the construction of the said Waterworks 
distinct from the books and accounts relating to other 
property, funds, or assets belonging to the said Water- 
works, ami a record of all his official acts; ami all such 
books and records shall lie open to the inspection and 
examination of the .Mayor and Council or any of them, 
or any person or persons appointed by them for that 
purpose. 

3. The fiaiil Commissioner Bhall.st least twice in each 
month during the construction of thesald Watcrworkn, 
attend the Mayor and Council in Committee and re- 
port to them In writing the progress of such Water- 
works and such information respecting the same a» 
they may require.

expenses ol collection and management and all other 
contingencies, salaries of officers and servants, the 
costs uf repairs. Improvements and alterations, tho 
prices paid for the acquisition of any real estute that 
uiuy he acquired for the use of Hie said Waterworks, 
and generally such, a statement of the revenue and ex- 
penditure ot the said Waterworks as will ot all times

1. The City Surveyor shall execute all surveys nnd 
prepare all plans and sp- ulficatlons of works from 
time to time required by the Mayor and Council of the 
said City, and superintend, direct and inspect all such 
works, snhieet mthe approval and control of thesald 
Majror and Council. 

2. The City Surveyor shall also carefully compile 
und prepare from tune to time a record of all surveys 
unit plans so executed and prepared by him, for the 
use of the Mayor and Council; aud oil >uch records, 
surveys and pl.ins, ini.l I lie Held notes relating thereto 
shall be the property of the Corporation. 

3. The Engineer of the Waterworks shall execute 
surveys and prepare nil plans and upecillcutions of 
works required In the construction, maintenance or 
Improvement of the Waterworks, aud superintend, di 
root and inspect all such Works, subject to the In- 
structions of the Watt r Commissioner. 

I. The Engineer of tho Waterworks shall also, when* 
over required by the Water Commissioner, examine 
all or any of tho Waterworks already constructed and 
report to him the condition thereof and nny improve- 
ments, repairs or alterations that may seem necessary 
orexpodlnnt.
